^ • a. Subject was horn 1 January 1918 in TOKIAMUKAI, Caucasus. He 
» Is a Ciroasolan by origin of the Moslem faith. He attended the Tdktamukai 
Elementary School froia 1528-33 and the Middle School (secondary) from 
1933455. He was later admitted to the Ordzhonikidze Military Academy, where 
. he graduated 4a 1939- *ritn a Lieutenant' 8 conmission.

K b. Subject's father, Too SOCOBZOKOV, w ^s 4 landowner -prio r *to the , 
Bus sian p evolution, who owned approximately 75 hectors of land, and, 
cotftfideratle livestock. When the Soviets Appropriated! this land in 
connection With their Collect ivizati cm program, Subject* s father was rele- 
gated to tbe> status of an ordinary farmer. Because of his "opposition to 
the Soviets in their, efforts to collectivize hla property along with others 
in his tribey and because’ his brother escaped to Turkey with hisfaniily, 

* Subject's father vos subsequently arrested by the Soviets in 1<&7 and'"dis4- 
ppeared from the scenes. His fatjie^ was 68 years old at the time end it i% / 
presumed £hat he a^y d have died soon after his incarceration in a Soviet * ■ /

(of ,vhich" Subject states he was the youngest and six^lfls. Two boys- died 
bettoen 1933*37 and also five girls, , which Subject claims was due, to natural 
causes, One brother is* currently residing in* Jordon with his wife* and 
Children! His only living sisifer Suret was* married to a Cajjbain in the 
Sov^bt Army, who was a vetinarian doctor by profession* 1 Hi? last’ contact ** 
with her «ai in y&Sff where she was living in a n villa ge { in’ Toitamukai with 
her two children.. **^bject v bps no information as to her present whereabouts 
and has not attempted to communicate with her for fear of Jeopardizing her 

personal* security with the, Soviet regime. -» f 
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• d. Subject's wife Is Hoshnaeho E&AMIRSE, w ho was bora in 
B achegahukal , Caj^gjailfl in 1°26 . ’ Her father served as a Colonel vit/h the 
Vlasov array which fought against the Servlets in WWII. He 'was taken 
prisoner by the English in Italy and turned over with other Vlasov members 
to the Soviets in I 9 J+ 5 . He reportedly coinmitted suicide anroute to the 
Soviet ’Union. Subject awl his wife have two children: Jon Kazbek ll£ 

years old and Sara 6£ years of age, where they aye residing in Patterson, 

Hew Jersey. • °

3. Subject states that he never held membership in either the 
’ Kowsoa^Vnar the Conuunist party. He vtfs rejected from oeniberahip in the 
KorasoKtL because his father was in the so>*called KUEAK class and because 
his father's brother had defected t^Turkey. Consequently, Subject states 
that he was blackballed whenever his name was brought up for consideration. 

Tar thi$* reason; he feels that his initial application for the Ai^r Force 
was rejected. Had it not been for the good services of a dose friend of 
his father's, who interceded for him with Vorishilov^s office -Defense 
Ministry, he would never have been appointed to the military academy. t'

After graduating from the Ordzhonikidze Military -Academy in 153^ 
Subject was assigned to the Ukth Inf. Division in Poland, which was then * 
commanded by ’Major -Gen. Thackenko. He was assigned to the 1st Battalion, 

3rd Company of the 305 th Inf. Regiment under the corsnand of Col. Legkandakh, 
where he remained until 19^1. Subject was granted leave in 15 &I’ and in 
• attempting to bring some cloth material for raewberr. of hie family, was 
detained by the MVD border guards for a period of 21 days before he was 
penal tted to proceed home on leave. This incident apparently did not 
ifprovp his morale. Fallowing hone leave. Subject was assigned to the 56 
Inf. Div. 1153xi Regiment, which was then engaged by the German forces 
spearheading their drive between Tagores and Rostov. In March 1<T*42, Subject's 
Division was pulled back for regrouping and to prepare new defensive lines, 
where he remained until May 1$^. His regiment was then ordered to move 
to an unknown destination - rumored to be Crimea. Subject, upon reaching 
a station called Khvkazai, decided to desert and subsequently made his way m < 
back to his native village- in' the Caucasus. Ha stayed in hiding 1 ' until 
12 August lob-2, wheu.the Germans took over the occupation of his village. 
Subject states "that he came out r 'of biding then and ©ve himself up to the 
German Codrn^nder, whom be convinced that, he was a deserter frora the 
Soviet Ani/ and that he was prepared to join the German forces in ovey-' v 
‘throwing tttef (tonsnunist regime. In August of 19^2, Subject- was elected by 
the inhabitants of his town as* Chief of- the Circassian Held Gendan.ari r e 
for the> Tcdctamukai area, while his older brother was chosen as Mayor for > the. f 



Ip Naveuib^r 19^2, Subject Joined the 035 Eorth Caucasian Volunteer - 
Battalion under German coaorahdy'%hlch fought against the Soviets at 
Kalushenakia;. Subject appears to have participated in numerous reconnaissance* 
patrol missions agpinst the Soviet forces with considerable success." During 4 
the German retreat in February 19^3, Subject was wounded in the right 
shoulder while on a reconnaissance iniGsion, to UP a vital bridge to stem 
the advance of yie Soviet forceu. He was then sent to the Militooal 
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Military Hospital in the Ukraine for treatment.

After recovering from Ills wound, Subject was sent by the Gernans b 
the Hdq. cf the Ilorth Caucasian Legion, which was then located near Warsaw. 
Here lie was appointed aq ; a special representative to recruit Caucasian 
elements from German P.O.W. Oeusp, which were to be formed into volunteer 
units to fight against the Soviets. In March 194U, Subject was ordered by' 
Lt. -Gen. Von Forester to lead- 3, OCX) Caucasian and White Russian refugees from 
Odessa through Rurdnia to Baranov Object’s only form of transportation . •» 
for these refugees was by means 'of horse and c$art3- After bringing his 
refugees to the Ihipanian-Bungarian border , they were turned 3ver to the 
German authorities. Subject .was next ordered to proceed to Athens, GreeVe 
to take over as Adjutant of the O 3 S H. Caucassian Battalion. His stopovbr 
in Greece was short lived in view of 0 the large scale Greek partisan activity 
against the Germans at the ti&e.* Subject states the high altitude caused 
him to bleed from the nose and couth and after an 8 hour 6t«y in Greece, he 
was sent back to the 3dq. of^the Caucassian Legion located near Warsaw, 

Warsaw wa;> in a chaotic state of uprising at the tiioe, so Subject proceeded 
on to Berlin. . 3 0 . * 



r V it In the early part of 19^5, Subject Joined the Caucassian SS 
< Division, which was organized und£r Standartenfuhrer Thoerman and Caucassian 
Standertenfuhrer Ubu^ay, where lie was appointed as ^heir representative for 
the liberation and recruitment of Caucassian nationals from various FOW 
caimps and concentration camps to fight against the Soviets. After being 
properly documented as an SS officer, Subject established his headquarters 
in Balka Kapaza, Hungary, where he was, assigned camps in Austria ’and * 

Hungary to carry out his work. After staying here until April 19^5 and 
realizing that the GermA 'cause had collapsed. Subject proceeded with °his 
wife to Oberdranburg, Austria, which was already occupied by the British. 

Upon arrival. Subject (dressed in an S3 uniform) save himself up to the 
British, fis efforts to explain to the British that lie was 1 not a member pf 
the German SS, served no useful purpose, fie was incarcerated in a prison 
with German SS members and later shipped out of the area by truck, where he * 
nade his escape. He subsequently fou&L shelter with an Austrian woman, who 
gave him civilian clothes and after making his way back to his wife, he * 
arranged to secure false documents through an Austrian and with 42 other 
Circassian' refugees, made his way to Barre, . Italy ii) June 19^5 by means of 
a large truck, which he managed to secure for the trip. 
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7» Subject finally settled his small group of Circassians in Rome, , 
Italy and lived by dealing in blucbaarket activities.- After staying in Italy 
until IS^T, Subject, as the appointed 'leader of his Circassian group, 
attempted to secure political astylum: for tlieci, first in Egypt, which was, 
unsuccessful and later through a poraonal conference with Abdullah of Gordon, 
who granted asaylum along with financial assistance to transport th<S group 
from Italy. Subject also succeeded in securing a personal' audience with the 
Pope, who later provided funds to help repatriate subject Circassian to : 
Jordan. , .

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From A^>i*ll 1946 to Itecemb*r^l949, Subject worked In Jordan as 
Station Construction Stewart. From J^huaxy 195Q>to June 1951, lie was 
assigned as Controller of laborers and did various Jobs for the Municipality 
of Aitsran. Be was released when this past was liquidated by the Aiazan 
adn&Metration. Subject was subsequently reeaaployed by" the Ancon 
Municipality in September 1952 as Personnel Officer, and worked until June 
6; 1955. Diuring this period, he served as Representative of the Ho. 
Oaucasiian Bational Cocaaitteeln Jastfan. He resigned his p#st when his. 
visa? was granted tp emigrate tc^ the U. S. with his fondly* 



ASSE^SKKHT AKO EVA&ATION OF SUBJECT: 



1, The foregoing resume b5f Subject's personal history an<L background 
* reflects to some degree his inherent characteristics which wake up Ms 

personality, Subject possesses a keen, alert ctiru, is articulate ; well poised, 

C=^ and decidedly above average in intelligence. He speaks Circassian/ Russian/ 
German, Arabic and Italian. His English is considered fairly good. "Subject's 
. ability to survive during WVfIX and immediately fallowing the cessation of 
hostilities would appear to indicate that he is alscf : Vcsourceful with a 
considerable degree of native cunning developed to a marked degree in his fight . 
to survive* under adverse conditions. He possesses qualities of leadership, if 
one is to judge from his account of shepherding* his group of Circassians 
through Europe and into Italy “at the end of Wtl and subsequently arranging to 
^resettle them in Jordon at a time when they were faced with possible repatriation 
« * to the USSR. ,f*<. 

o 2. Motivation: ^Subject's basic motivation appears to stem from a fanatical 
desire to liberate his people from Communist domination. He has a marked hatred 
for the Soviet regime, which ray essentially stem from the fact that Ms father 
0 was persecuted by the Soviets. Subject has clearly indicated that he is 

prepared to join forces with any group working actively against the Soviet regime.

3. /Although Subject appeared to answer questions put to bin in an open 
L ani lionwt manner, it va^s evident to the undersigned that fie was somewhat 
reluq^ant to go into any specific details when queried on his service with the 
German forces, and in particular with the Caucasian SS Battalion. The 
undersifcpied feels, ‘however, that his e;cpla nations in this*" respect . were not 
convincing and that there is a strong possibility 'Apt Subject may have 
participated in unsavory activities for "the Germans, which might well be " ' & 

categorised under minor wur crime®. When questioned in this respect, Subject e 
categorically 3tated that his 'war activities with the Germans were directed 
q only against the Soviets and that he was not’ ipvolv^d in any crimes against 
humanity generally attributed to the sfs ela*nents of the German forces operating 
in the USSR during ifflU* 

h. There is little evidence in Subject's background which would Indicate that 
he is a "planted" Soviet agent. As a deserter from the Soviet aigty and later 

joining forces vith the Germans to £ight against the Soviets, autopjati cally placed 
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hi r~ on the Soviet criminal Hat as a traitor his homeland. Hence, ^ha d 

he "been apprehended by the Soviets prior to 'escaping to the West, he would have 
lo all probabilities been shot or hanged. All supporting documents in the 
possession of Subject appear to substantiate the veracity of his statements and 
eventual escape tc Italy before securing political asylum in Amman, Jordon 
with his Circassian associates* 



5 . Subject was carefully questioned on the possibilities of having other 
members of his^pnediate lordly besides his sister still residing in the US3R*. 
Subject * SKSjianation that 2 brothers and 5 sisters died of "natural causes" 
left samS“aoubt in the mind of the undersigned. He appeared somewhat vague 
as to the nature or cause of these deaths, which leads the undersigned to . 
suspect that Subject may have some motive for shielding this Information i-rou; 
his examiner. It occurred to the undersigned that Subject is clever enough 
to realize that having other members of his family still rebiding in the 
USSR may be a militating factor, in his rejection for government employment . ‘ 
Should t££s actually be the case. Subject could readily be "bla dona tied" by 
the Soviets ythrough direct threats '■to take appropriate action against members 
of Subject's ^family still residing in the USSR. This possibility would be 
considerably enhanced should the Soviets learn of -Subject's connections with 
KUBARK at a later date. Subject should be examined on this point when the 
LGPIOTTSR ’ is achs^nistered to determine whether he is telling the truth in 
this connection. Vsr ? n 



^ 6? Since Subject had in an area predominantly under ttie influence 

of the British, v he was questioned rather closely as to his relations with them 
during his tenure in Jordon. Subject truthfully revealed that he had been 
approached by tb% BIS to work for them. Apart from giving some* general Inforrna- 
^tion on certain individual refugees of interest to the British, it ’would 
V appear he had no fuither intercourse with them. It should be noted here that 
Subject i a strongly anti -British J in his views, which 3tems largely from his 
unfortunate experience with then at the end of the war and the fact tljat he 
blames them for turning over his Father-in-law. (Member of the Vlassov Army) 
to the Soviets. 



^ 7- Subject was 'recruited by KUBARK in Jordon in 1953, where he worked as s 

a gpotrt&r and informant up to the time^of his ’departure for tye U.S. in June 
1955 » Apart from this experience with KUBARK, his background shows no- indication 
of additional intelligence experience. However, Subject has the requisite 
qualifications combined with his area and language knowledge to be considered 
for this work. 3 0 ^ 



8. • Assumihg that Subject meets KUBARK’ s assessment standards and his boni 
‘ f ides are established beyond any reasonable doubt, Subject could be considered 
for employment in any one of these three categories : 



a. As an agent undeif unofficial cover in the> Middle East or Europe . 



b. As a spotter/recruiter for Caucasian elements in the U.S. for 
RED60X activities. 



c. As a possible contract employee in training Caucasian elerjents for 
^subsequent, dispatch tc denied areas . r 
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
